THE  PERSONAL  COLLECTION  OF  A. 
GEORGE  MALLIS 

Contained  within  the  following  listing  of  silver  dollars  is  a 
considerable  portion  of  the  personal  collection  of  A.  George  Mallis. 
To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  listing  also  represents  the  first 
time  “VAM  numbers”  have  been  used  entirely  for  attributions  in  a 
numismatic  auction.  All  attributions  have  been  made  according  to 
the  most  up-to-date  information  on  die  varieties  of  silver  dollars  as 
contained  within  the  recently  released  “Comprehensive  Catalogue 
And  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Morgan  and  Peace  Silver  Dollars” 
authored  by  Leroy  C.  Van  Allen  and  A.  George  Mallis. 

A  “VAM”  (Van  A  lien- Mai  I  is)  Number  is  the  system  of  identifi¬ 
cation  of  die  varieties  of  Morgan  and  Peace  Silver  Dollars  as 
assigned  by  authors  Van  Allen  and  Mallis.  Through  years  of 
research  the  authors  have  discovered  various  distinctive  attributes 
of  the  dies  used  to  strike  the  Morgan  and  Peace  Silver  Dollars.  Some 
of  these  variations  are  rather  minute,  while  others  are  of  a  more 
spectacular  variety  and  are  easily  discernible  with  the  naked  eye.  It 
is  therefore  possible  to  refer  to  any  variety  by  the  year,  mint,  and 
VAM  number,  such  as,  I883-S,  VAM  2. 

VAM's  originated  in  1971  with  the  first  Van  Allen  and  Mallis 
work  titled  “Guide  to  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollars”.  The  three 
thousand  copies  which  were  produced  of  this  work  were  completely 
sold  out.  Since  that  time  the  “Guide”  was  the  most  sought-after 
book  on  the  numismatic  market.  The  recent  release  of  the  “Com¬ 
prehensive  Catalogue  And  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  Morgan  And 
Peace  Silver  Dollars”  has  been  met  by  an  overwhelming  nation¬ 
wide  response  and  it  has  been  hailed  as  one  ol  the  most  popular 
numismatic  works  of  all  lime.  This  certainly  bodes  well  for  the 
future  of  collecting  by  VAM  varieties.  The  unavailability  ol  the 
“Guide  to  Morgan  And  Peace  Dollars”  since  1972  prevented  the 
earlier  wide-sprcail  popularity  of  collecting  by  variety. 

I'he  “Guide”  contained  a  rarity  factor  (R)  lor  each  die  variety. 
Van  Allen  and  Mallis  have  revised  this  scale  in  the  “Comprehen¬ 
sive  Catalogue”  to  reflect  a  quantitative  value  lor  each  nutnber. 
This  “KARI'I  Y  FACTOR”  now  gives  the  estimated  quantities 
available  for  each  listed  variety. 

A  new  IN'I'F.REST  ['ACTOR  has  been  added  alongside  each 
rarity  number.  I  his  IN’I  ERES'I  FAC’IOR  expresses  the  authors 
opinions  on  the  importance,  significance,  and  collectors’  popular¬ 


ity  ot  each  variety.  A  die  variety  with  a  high  Rarity  Number  may  not 
necessarily  have  a  high  Interest  Factor  with  collectors  and  vice 
versa.  Thus,  those  die  varieties  that  tend  to  command  the  highest 
prices  will  usually  have  the  higher  Rarity  and  Interest  numbers. 

The  following  is  the  key  to  be  used  in  interpreting  the  Rarity 
Factor  (R-  )  and  the  Interest  Factor  (1-  )  listed  next  to  each  lot:
